Tlic general prevalence of 
slavery la shown by tbe fact tbat at 
this time there were 67 alavea in New 
Yorlt'a amall suburb of Brooklyn, and 
that in London itself there were resi- 
dent 20.0(1(1 slaves. 

Slaves were .it tiint time publicly 
dealt lu on tlie London exchange. No 
wonder tbe traOic In human fleab wan 
a recosmized commerce, and that In 
1771 the English alone sent to Africa 
102 ships eqnifiped for tbe trade and 
with a carrying capMlty of 47.146 
slaves per trip,
